Elmira  will  be  the  location 
Friday  for  the  103rd  annual 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Zone 
of  the  New  York  State  Teach- 
ers  association. 

Over  3,500  teachers  from  the 
area  are  expected  to  attend  the 
meeting  presided  over  by  Oscar 
F.  Kerlin,  zone  president  and 
superintendent  of  Elmira  schools.

The  New  York  City  Blandings'  Dream  House 
here  at  48th  Street  and  Fifth  Avenue  is  in  the 
New  England  tradition  with  Colonial  architecture 
and  furnishings.  It  is  a  happy  mating  of  old  and 
new.  Built  by  Johnson  Quality  Homes  it  has  ten 
rooms  and  two  baths.  In  its  decoration  and  furnish- 
ings Macy's  has  coupled  the  charm  and  simplicity 
of  American  Provincial  with  the  casual  comfort  and 
vibrant  color  of  contemporary  modern.  The  final 
touches  were  added  by  Wadley  and  Smythe  with 
their  landscaping.  Other  firms  whose  cooperation 
made  the  Dream  House  possible  are  listed  through- 
out the  guide  book. 

And  now  let's  go  inside  . . . 

The  Living-Dining  Room:  A  room  to  really 
live  in  is  built  around  the  warmth  and  friendliness 
of  a  pine  mantlepiece,  an  authentic  reproduction  in 
old  pine  of  an  Early  American  original,  flanked  by 
antique  fireplace  accessories  of  glowing  brass.  The 
windows  are  framed  cafe  fashion  in  two  tiers  of 
frothy  ruffled  white  organdy.  Walls  of  brilliant  for- 
est green,  a  chartreuse  rug  of  looped  cotton  make 
contemporary  atmosphere  for  a  collector's  cupboard 
of  rugged  pine,  for  antique  pine  end  tables  with  old 
black  mandarin  canister  lamps,  and  shades  of  chalk 
white  book  linen.  An  inviting  sofa  in  color-splashed 
tulip  chintz  is  complemented  by  a  Guilford  maple 
barrel  chair,  another  American  Provincial  repro- 
duction, covered  in  tufted  cherry  red  cotton  taffeta. 
Two  black  bamboo  English  arm  chairs  add  dramatic 
accent.  And  for  a  final  touch,  in  this  room  designed 
for  pleasant  living,  an  alcove  is  complete  with  a  pine 
trestle  table  all  set  for  a  spirited  game  of  back- 
gammon, checkers,  or  what  you  will. 

The  dining  area  is  a  continuation  of  the  L-shaped 
living  room  with  the  same  easy-to-live-with  back- 
ground colors.  An  antique  drop  leaf  table  of  mel- 
lowed maple  is  teamed  with  black  Hitchcock  chairs 
decorated  in  time-seasoned  reds  and  golds  for  a 
further  touch  of  Early  American  authenticity.  Light 
comes  from  a  hanging  lantern  with  characteristic 
tole  shade  decorated  in  Spencerian  black  and  gold. 

For  summer  dining,  French  doors  open  off  the 
dining  room  on  the  breezeway.  The  green  wrought 
iron  furniture  has  white  cushions  piped  in  matching 
green.
